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DEATH OF C. C WASHBURN. 
Tile people of Wisconsin, without re- 
gird to political creeds or religious be- 
lief*, will receive with profound sorrow 
the news of the death of ex-Governor 
C. C. Washburn, which took place at Eu­ 
reka Springs, Arkansas, on Sunday after­ 
noon, at half-past live o’clock. Notwith­ 
standing his death was net unexpected, 
the news comes with the deepest sadness, 
because there were hopes that he would 
ultimately recover, and return home. Hut 
death has done its work, and Caawallader 
C. Washburn is no more. His life was 
an interesting and a successful one. He 
was not only a hard worker in the accu­ 
mulation of property, but he was likewise 
a diligent student, aud became one of the 
best informed of our public mea. He 
was as successful rn politics as he was in 
business, and both in politics and in 
business he was a grand type of strong 
manhood. He gave to Wisconsin for 
educational purposes money aud proper­ 
ty to the amount of 
$250,000, and 
ta a more private way he gave thousands 
more to those who needed help. His for­ 
tune was estimated at from two to three 
million dollars. 
He was the youngest of the famous four 
Washburn brothers. Elihu B., was iu 
Congress many years, and then Minister 
to Frauce, and is still living. Israel 
was Governor of Maine in 1861-3, ant 
also member of Congress, and now lives 
in Portland. William D., lives in Min­ 
neapolis, and is also a member of Con­ 
gress. 
He leaves a wife, who has been in the 
insane asylum in the State of New York, 
for thirty years, and two daughters, re­ 
ferred to in the biographical sketch pub 
lished elsewhere. 
Governor Rusk has appointed ex-Gov- 
ernors Dewey, Lewis, Taylor, Luding­ 
ton, and Smith, and Chief Justice Cole 
and General David Atwood, a committee 
on the part of the State to receive tho 
remains. The funeral will take place at 
Lacrosse on Thursday.

While many think the American Con­ 
gress is slow in doing business, and has 
short sessions and times long adjourn­ 
ment's, the following facts will strike 
them that Congress is not so bad after 
all: “The House of Lords bas since 
Easter met at I instead of 5.

It becomes my sorrowful duty to air 
nounce that C. C. Washburn, Governor 
of the State of Wisconsin, for the years 
872 and 1873, died at Eureka Springs, 
in the State of Arkansas, on the lith day 
of May, 1882, and I commend to the peo­ 
ple of this State the study of his exem­ 
plary character aud the emulation of his 
useful life in all of his private business 
relations during his long career as mum­ 
per of Congress; through his patriotic 
service in the late war as Colonel, Briga­ 
dier-General, aud Major-General, from 
tho faithful discharge of his duties, 
while Chief Executive of the State and 
as the generous founder of the Wash­ 
burn Observatory, and tho liberal donor 
to public charities. In the discharge of 
every duty and in the fulfillment of every 
trust, in public and iii private, his aim 
was always noble and exalted, and by his 
illustrious and honest sendee he has 
more than repaid for ever}' honor con­ 
ferred upon him. His pure and spotless 
character, his eminent ,and unblemished 
service, both civil and military, aud his 
magnanimous 
aud 
philanthropic 
oonduct, have endeared him in the hearts 
of all good citizens; while the people 
will cherish the memory of his noble 
nature and generous deeds, and will ever 
revere the example of his illustrious and 
successful life. It is also befitting that 
they lament this unmeasurable loss, and 
do some public reverence to the honored 
dead.

Congress and ex-Goveruor of Wisconsin, 
died here at 5:30 this afternoon of par­ 
alysis and Bright’s disease of the kidneys. 
n e came here on tho lith of February 
last, in the hope of being benefitted by 
the use of these waters. In about two 
weeks he began rapidly to improve, and 
his fnends indulged the fond but delu­ 
sive hope of his recovery. Two weeks 
ago he commenced to fail, aud on the 
5th inst. lie was seized with delirium, aud 
never again became fully rational, a1 
though he had occasionally very brief 
lucid intervals. On Tuesday evening, 
the 9th inst., he had an attack of apoplexy, 
which was the third or fourth since his 
original attack, and his case became ut 
terly hopeless, but the fiual cnsis came 
at 2 o’clock Saturday morning, the 13th 
inst., when he was struck with (death. 
He fell into a stato of profound uncon­ 
sciousness, which continued uutil ho 
| died. 
There were present at his death sever 
a1 members of bis family, his brother, 
E. B. Washburns, of Illinois; his daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Payson aud ber husband, the 
Hon. Charles Payson, late United States 
Minister to Denmark, aud his brother-in- 
law, G. A. BufTum, Esq., of Louisiana* 
Mo. 
Governor Washburn was born in Liv­ 
ermore, Maine, in April, 1818, and was 
consequently 65 years old. He was one 
of four brothers, two of whom have been 
governors of different States, aud four of 
whom have represented four different 
States iu Congress; Israel Washburn, Jr., 
from Maine; Elihu B., from Illinois; Cad- 
wallader C., from Wisconsin, and WH. 
Ham D., from Minnesota. He left Maine 
iu the spring of 1839 to seek his home 
and fortune in the then far West. He 
made his first stop in Davenport, then a 
very small village in the newly constitut­ 
ed Territory of Iowa, aud kept a private 
school for three months. He then joined 
the geological survey of Iowa Territory 
under David Dale Owen, which had been 
ordered by Congress. After that was 
finished he took up his residence a 
Stephenson, now Rock Island, Illinois 
and entered upon tho study of law with 
Joseph B. Wells, Esq., afterward Lieu­ 
tenant Governor of that State. Iii 1841 
lie was elected county surveyor of Rock 
Islaud county, and in the spring of 1842 
he removed to Mineral Point, Wisconsin 
Territory, and was soon afterward admit­ 
ted to the bar. He at once entered upon, 
a successful practice of his profession, 
aud in a year afterward associated him­ 
self with Cyrus Woodman. Tho law 
practice was gradually abandoned; the 
attention of the firm was given to the 
entry of public lands aud tho location 
Mexican war land warrants, both pine and 
agricultural lauds. Subsequently 
the 
firm of Washburn & Woodman, which 
had become known as one of the strong­ 
est in Southwestern Wisconsin, estab­ 
lished the Mineral Point Bank, which 
stood against all the reverses of the time 
and never suspended specie payments. 
From Mineral Point Mr. Washburn re­ 
moved to La Crosse, but when elected 
Governor he took up hts residence rn 
Madison, ami for several years his home 
was at his country seat at Edgewood. He 
subsequently returned to 
La Crosse, 
which was his home at the timo of his 
death. 
Mr. Washburn was first elected to Con­ 
gress from Wisconsin in 1854, and served 
for six years, aud until the war broke out 
in 1861. He then entered the military 
service as Colonel of the Second Wiscon - 
sin Cavalry, and served continually till 
the close of tile war, coming out us a Ma­ 
jor General. He served with distinction 
in the Southwest, and gained great credit 
while in command of tho department of 
the Tennessee, and was Governor of Men­ 
t i s . After the war closed he was again 
elected to Congress from Wisconsin and 
served four years more, till 1869, aud in 
1871 he was elected Governor of Wiscon­ 
sin aud served two years. After the ex­ 
piration of his term of service ho return­ 
ed to private life and devoted himself to 
extensive business affairs. 
He was a 
large owner of pine lauds in Wisconsin 
and an extensive manufacturer of lumber. 
He was one of the projectors and build­ 
ers of the Minneapolis and St. Louis 
Railroad, but the great work of his life is 
that which has made his name widely 
known in Europe, as well as in this 
country, the erection and operation of his 
vast flouring mills in Minneapolis, Mina. 
He was the first man in the United States 
to introduce what is known as the patent 
process for the manufacture of flour, and 
also the Hungarian roller system of man­ 
ufacture. 
His mills are the most exten­ 
sive of 
any 
mills 
in 
the 
world 
and 
are 
capable 
of 
turning 
off between seven and eight thousand 
barrels of flour daily. 
There is no man 
living who was so thoroughly versed in 
milling, or had so complete a knowledge 
of every detail in the manufacture of 
flour. 
Within the last few years he had erect­ 
ed an observatory at Madison, and after 
providing it with one of the largest tele­ 
scopes in the world, presented it to the 
State of his adoption. He was stricken 
down with paralysis at L&Crosse, Wis­ 
consin, on the third day of February, 
1881, a few months after that event 
Though a strong Protestant, but as a to­ 
ken of his profound respect for the un­ 
selfish devotion of the Sisters of Charity, 
he presented to them his splendid coun­ 
try place, Edgewood, on the shore of 
Lake Winzera, near Madison, for the 
purpose of establishing a branch of the 
Saint Clara Academy of Consummation 
Mound, Wisconsin. 
Governor Washburn leaves two mar­ 
ried daughters, Mrs. A. W. Kelsey and 
Mrs. Payson, wife of the Hon. Charles 
Payson, late Third Assistant Secretary of 
State and United States Minister to Den­ 
mark. His fortune is estimated at be­ 
tween two aud three millions of dollars.

HIDDEN IN DURLIN. 


EIGHT DROWNED. 


S o cia l to the Gazette. 
Chicago, May 15.—A small sail beet 
was swamped on Lake Calumet Sunday 
evening, aud all on board, eight men aud 
boys were drowned. All were workmen 
in the shops at Pullman. The drowning 
was witnessed by their friends on the 
shore. 


D ublin, May 14.—From information 
that the assassins are still in this city, the 
conclusion is drawn that they are afraid, 
if they should bo separated, ouo would 
turn traitor. At least twelve were en­ 
gaged in the tragedy. It is believed that 
in tho cab which stood near tho sceno of 
tho murder, aud loitering under the 
trees, were armed men, ready to effect a 
rescue in case the actual assassins were 
surprised. 
The police have now issued a descrip­ 
tion of the four men on the cab. Two of 
them are described as being about 30 
years of age,with sandy hair; one of about 
35 years, of stout build and dark com­ 
plexion, with a hollow bridge on his nose, 
and the other about 20 years, with a 
small black mustache. The driver is de- 
scrioed as between 35 and 40, with a red, 
bloated face. 
There is reason to believe tho assassins 
had intended to murder eight persons.

Vinegar, 
A method employed in France, w hich 
converts cider or other liquid into vine­ 
gar much morp ex)>editiou.sly than do 
ordinary* practices, prefaces the process 
with preparing the barrels or casks by 
first scalding with water and next pour­ 
ing into them ladling vinegar, rolling 
the barrels and allowing them to stand 
on their sides two or three days, until 
they liecome thoroughly saturated with 
the vinegar. This preparation over, the 
barrels are filled a1 lout one-third full 
with strong, pure cider vinegar and two 
gallons of cider. Every eight days there­ 
after two gallons of cider are added until 
the barrel is two-thirds full. 
In four­ 
teen days after the last two gallons are 
added tho whole will have been con­ 
verted into vinegar, one-half of which is 
now drawn off aud the process of filling 
with oilier liegun again. In Glimmer tho 
barrels during the process of conversion 
are excised to tho rays of the sun, and 
in cold weather arc stored where a uni­ 
form teinjieraturo cd about eighty de­ 
grees can Im maintained.
